W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland have 
made the Provisional Orders set forth in Schedules A. and 
B. hereto under the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and the 
Provisional Order set forth in Schedule 0. hereto under Part I. 

5 of the Housing of the Working Classes Act 1890 : 

And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders should he 
confirmed by Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted hv the King’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
10 Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same as follows : —

SCHEDULE A. 


RURAL DISTRICT OF BALLYCASTLE. 

Provisional Order to enable the Cowicil of the Rural District of 
Ballycastle to put in force the Compulsory Clauses of the 5 
Lands Clauses Acts. 

WHEREAS the council of the rural district of Ballycastle (in this Order 
referred to as “ the district council ”) i-equire to purchase and take the lands 
and water described in the schedule hereto for the purpose of providing a 
supply of water for the town of Cushendall in their district : 10 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board for Ireland in pursuance 
of the powers given to [Js by section 203 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 
1878 and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf do hereby order that 
from and after the date of the Act conhrming this Order the following 
provisions shall have effect namely : — ° 15 

1. The district council shall be empowered to put in force with reference 

to the lands and water described in the schedule hereto and for the pur- 
pose aforesaid the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts as amended by section 8 
of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1896 with reference to the purchase 
and taking of lands otherwise than by agreement or any of them. 20 

2. For the purposes of this Order the expression « land ” in the Lands 
Clauses Acts shall include the lands and water described in the schedule 
hereto. 

3. The costs and expenses of the district council and the Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland incurred in respect of the application for preparation 25 
making and confirmation of this Order shall be paid by the district council 
and the money required for that purpose shall be supplied by the county 
council of Antrim in the manner provided by the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act 1898 as part of the expenses of the district council. 

4. This Order may be cited as the Cushendall Waterworks Order 1907. 30

25 BANGOR AND NEWTOWNARDS JOINT HOSPITAi 
DISTRICT. 

Provisional Order for altering a Confirming Act. 

WHEREAS by a Provisional Order of the Local Government Board for 
Ireland (in this Order referred to as “ (he Local Government Board ") dated 
30 the twenty-seventh day of April one thousand nine hundred and four which 
was confirmed by the Local Government Board (Ireland) Provisional Orders 
Confirmation (No. 2) Act 1904 (which Order and Act are in this Order 
.respectively referred to as “the Order of 1904” and “the Confirming Act 
of 1904”) the Bangor Urban District the Newtownards Urban District and 
35 the Newtownards Rural District were formed into a United District called 
the Bangor and Newtownards Joint Hospital District of which the governing 
body was the Bangor and Newtownards Joint Hospital Board (in this Order 
referred to as “ the Joint Board ”) :

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And whereas by an Order of the Local Government Board dated the 
Jtungor and third day of April one thousand nine hundred and five the town of Donag- 
Newtownards. hadee was separated from the rural district of Newtownards and constituted 
an urban sanitary district called the Urban District of Donaghadee : 

And whereas by an Order of the Local Government Board dated the 5 
thirteenth day of March one thousand nine hundred and seven the said 
united district was reconstituted and now consists of the Urban District of 
Bangor the Urban District of Newtownards the Urban District of Donag- 
hadee and the Rural District of Newtownards the Councils of which said 
several districts are in this Order referred to as “ the component authorities ” 
and the provisions of the Order of 1904 relating to the constitution of the 
joint board were adapted accordingly : 

And whereas by Article 2 of the Order of 1904 the united district was 
constituted for the purpose of the provision maintenance and management 
for the use of the inhabitants of the districts therein mentioned of a hospital 15 
for the reception of cases of small-pox : 

And whereas it is expedient that the said Article should be altered in 
the manner herein-after appearing: 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of the 
41 & 42 Viet, powers given to Us by section 214 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 20 
and of all other powers enabling us in that behalf do hereby order that from 
and after the date of the Act confirming this Order the Confirming Act 
of 1904 so far as it relates to the Order of 1904 shall be amended as 
follows : — 

1. Article 2 of the Order of 1904 shall have effect as if the purpose for 25 
which the united district was formed was the purpose of the provision 
maintenance and management for the use of the inhabitants of the 
component districts of a hospital for the reception of cases of infectious 
disease. 

2. The provisions of the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1S71 with 30 
respect to the audit of accounts as amended and applied to the accounts 

of public bodies by any subsequent enactment and the Orders of the Local 
Government Board made thereunder shall apply to the accounts of the 
Joint Board and the audit thereof and Articles 2o and 2G of the Order of 
1904 shall cease to have effect. 35 

3. All the costs and expenses of the component authorities and of the 
Local Government Board of and incidental to the application for preparation 
making and confirmation of this Order shall be defrayed out of the common 
fund under the Order of 1904 as amended by any subsequent Order. 

4. This Order may be cited as the Bangor and Newtownards Joint 40 
Hospital Order 1907.

Provisional Order for confirming an Improvement Scheme under Dalkey. 
Part I. of the Sousing of the Working Classes Act 1890. 

5 WHEREAS the urban district council of Dalkey (in this Order referred 

to as “ the local authority ”) are the sanitary authority of the urban 

sanitary district consisting of the township of Dalkey in the county of 

Dublin : 

And whereas an official representation has been made to the local 
10 authority in pursuance of Part I. of the Housing of the Working Classes 53 & 54 Viet, 
Act 1890 (in this Order referred to as “the Act”) with reference to the 0,70 
unsanitary conditions of an area in the said township called Greenmount 
Lane Molloj^’s Lane and the contiguous buildings in Castle Street : 

And whereas the local authority being satisfied of the truth of the 
15 said representation concerning that part of the said area which is bounded 
on the north by Castle Street on the east by premises yards and gardens- 
forming part of or in rere of the houses on the west side of Railway 
Road and on the south and west by market gardens and premises in 
occupation of Anthony Molloy and being also satisfied of the sufficiency 
20 of their resources have passed a resolution declaring that part of the said 
area to be an unhealthy area and have made a scheme for the improvement 
thereof : 

And whereas the scheme was accompanied by a map and by particulars 
and an estimate and the scheme particular’s and estimate are as follows : —

Improvement Scheme made by the Dalkey Urban District Council at a 
special meeting held in the Town Hall on Monday 5th November 1906.

(6) 24 houses in rere built in the form of a square with an enclosed 
playground in the centre and an opening at the south-east 
corner to the railway bridge to let at weekly rents varying 
from 2s. to 3s. each.

The cost of executing the foregoing Improvement Scheme and of 
acquiring the area for which it is made is estimated at G700Z. (Six thousand 
seven hundred pounds).

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And whereas the scheme was accompanied by a plan and book of 
reference which have been deposited in the office of the Local Government 
Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as “the Local Government 
Board ”) which plan and book of reference are in this Order referred to as 
“ the deposited plan and book of reference ” : 5 

And whereas the local authority have after the publication of advertise- 
ments and service of notices in accordance with the Act presented a petition 
to the Local Government Board praying that an Order may be made 
confirming the scheme : 

And whereas on consideration of the petition and on proof of the 10 
publication of the proper advertisements and of the service of the notices 
as aforesaid the Local Government Board have caused a local inquiry to 
be held in pursuance of the Act and have received the report made upon 
the inquiry : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of the powers 15 
given to Us by the Act and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf do 
hereby order as follows : — 

1. We confirm the scheme so far as its provisions are authorised by 

and in accordance with the Act subject to the modifications herein-after 
mentioned. 20 

2. We declare that the limits of the area comprised in the scheme are those 
delineated and described in the deposited plan and book of reference. 

3. We authorise the scheme to be carried into execution subject to the 
following modifications : — 

(a) The reference in paragraph (5) of the scheme to Part III. of the 25 

Housing of the Working Classes Act shall not have effect : 

( b ) No buildings on the area comprised in the scheme shall be used for 

the sale of intoxicating liquors : 

(c) The local authority may put in force for the purposes of the scheme 

the powers of the Lauds Clauses Acts as amended by the second 30 
schedule to the Act with reference to the property specified in 
the schedule to the scheme : 

(d) The expenses of the execution of the scheme (so far as they are 

not defrayed out of receipts of the local authority pursuant to 
the Act) and the costs and expenses of the local authority 35 
and the Local Government Board incurred in respect of the 
application for preparation making and confirmation of this 
Order shall be paid by the local authority out of the rate 
applicable by the local authority to defray the expenses incurred 
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by them in the execution of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 
1878 to 1900 or out of moneys borrowed in pursuance of 
the Act. 

4. This Order may be cited as the Dalkey Order 1907.
